The bolt itself would bo 
visible several miles farther off, but tho 
remotest part of the region mentioned 


ould have as much light as would be 


given by a candle, quite enough to read 
by. To produce such a light it would 
be necessary to expend 13,000 horse- 
power for a second. These figures ap- 
pear very large, but the time is short. 
The flash might be only one one-thou 
sandth part of a second, but the im 
pression on the eye would continue fo 
a tenth of a second anyway. Figurec 
down to an exact hour, this amount o. 
force would mean only about four 
horsepower.—Electric Xews.

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OIL OPERATORS ARE 
'INTERESTED IN RULING 
OF REVENUE COLLECTOR 


A ruling of interest to oil operators 


has been received by B. E. William- 
eon, United Slates Internal Revenue 
Collector with headqiiarters at Colum- 
lus. There has been considerable ron- 
fusion among oil men as to the in- 
structions of the income tax law re- 
lating to the expense of drilling; veils 
and the deduction for depletion ot oil 
deposits. As oil operators in this dis- 
trict are numerous, Collector William- 
son has been giving the production' of 
oil closs study, and the ruling he has 
received from the department, while' 
based upon a specific instance, meets 
the question of deduction for expense 
and depletion generally. The law ap- 
pears to base the deductions allowed 
on the cost of the lease. In many in- 
stances the cost of the lease is merely 
nominal, and oil men insisted ths 
cost of the lease slynild include the 
cost in labor and the like in puttinsr 
down the well. The matter has been 
fully threshed out by the department 
at Washington. 
The ruling referred 


to is as follows: 


"The cost of drilling dry and non- 


productive wells in the case of oil 
producing companies, may be deduct- 
ed from gross income as a loss. It is 
also held that a producing well is an 
asset of the company and that so 
much of the cost of such well as is 
represented by physical property such 
ES casing, pipes, rods, etc., of a some- 
what stable or permanent 
character, 


should be r-harged to capital invest- 
ment on account and is not Jediictihlp 
fiom gross income. 


"The incidental 
expenses such as 


are paid for labor, fuel, etc.. in con- 
nection with the drilling of such pro- 
ducing wells, may be deducted from 
gross income.

Description of French "75" Gun, 
Which Is Considered Most Successful 


All-Round Piece of Artillery In Use 


(Associated Presa Correspondence) 
Boulogne, France, March 15.—- A 


French artillery officer, who 
has 


been at the front from the begin- 
ning of the war, has sent to the 
newspapers an account of the French 
"7:5" gun, which he regards as the 
mos.V successful all-round piece of 
ar, cillery in use by any army. 


"The feature in which the gun has 


most conspicuously established its 
superiority," he writes, "is in the 
rapidity of its fire. 
This to some 


extent depends upon the division of 
labor among the gunners, t>uf even 
more upon the mechanical proper- 
-ties'of the gun. The designer has so 
arranged it that no matter how the 
weapon is pointed, the force of recoil 
passes through the exact center of 
the anchor. 
In the German gun, 


the force is directed not at the point 
of the beche, but at a point to right 
or left of it, with the result that the 
Siin tends to be slewed around and 
lias to be continually aimed afresh. 


"A great virtue of the French '75' 


is the extent to which it resists de- 
terioration. If you examine a French 
shell that has been fired at the end 
of the past six months of hard fight- 
ing, you will find evidence that the 
gun's rifling is almost as good and 
efficient as at the beginning of the 
war. 
This comes as a surprise to 


many people who have heard of the 
rapidity with which naval guns de- 
teriorate, but 'the conditions are, of 
course, different, as' the velocities 
needed in naval 
work make 
an 


enormously greater 
demand upon 


the naval gun. 
"A great deal has been 
written 


about the deadliness of the French 
shell fire and the 
relative 
Ineffi- 


ciency of that of the Germans. As- 
suming that the shells of both guns 
explode, the French shell will have 
the advantage for the following rea- 
son. 
The German 
shell hits the 


ground and digs a hole. By the na- 
ture of things—as the fragments of 
shell must fly, roughly, straight- 
nothing will be hit that is below a 


line extended'out in diagonal direc- 
tion from the sides of the hole dug 
by the shell. In other words, it is 
possible to be lying on the ground 
quite close to the spot where a shell 
has burst and to be untouched. A 
horse has to tie .a yard or so farther 
away, but even- he soon gets out of 
the zone of fire. 


"With the French shell it is dif- 


ferent. 
The French shell 
is con- 


structed to ricochet: it strikes the 
ground and bounces, only exploding 
when it is in the air as the result 
of the bounce. The explosion occurs 
when the shell is off the ground, and 
there is no 'hole surface' to protect 
a possible victim. 


"Our 
experience in the 
present 


war seems to show also that 
the 


French shrapnel bullet is more effi- 
cient than the German. /The bullets 
of the '75' shrapnel shell weigh 11 
grams (slightly less than half" an 
ounce),.whereas the similar German 
bullet weighs only nine grams. Ex- 
perience seems to show that a bullet 
of at least eleven grams is neces- 
sary to stop a man advancing. The 
effect of the bullet is 
of 
course, 


enormously increased by the high ve- 
locity of the French shell. Bullets 
of our '75' shrapnel strike at a ve- 
locity of 90 meters a second, where- 
as those of the corresponding Ger- 
man gun travel at sixty meters. The 
energy of the two bullets is in fact 
mathematically about 3 to 1 in favor 
of the French. 
"From one general point of view, 


the German. artillery has long stood 
condemned in our eyes. 
In Ger- 


many there has been for years a di- 
vorce between the artillerymen and 
the inen who make the guns. Every 
improvement with the Germans has 
had to originate from Krupps, and 
there has. thus.been a disastrous hia- 
tus between theory and practice. 
With us it is different. Our artillery 
has made-its own gun. We have ac- 
cepted improvements 
from .every 


quarter, and have-paid our men not 
in cash reward but by promotion or 
recognition."

innumerable victims. 


The venerable patriot and histori- 


an. Senator Pasquale Villari. whose 
fascinating books on Savonarola and 
on Machiavelii have been translated 
into many languages, has come for- 
ward to suggest

workers, resembling those 
trained 


for Red Cross work in war. should 
be thoroughly and scientifically pre- 
pared beforehand in order that when 
these recurrent earthquake tragedies 
overwhelm one part or another of 
Italy, they could be sent instantly, 
armed with every appliance to rend- 
er assistance that would be trebled 
in value by its promptness.

sor Villari recalls that the Japanese, 
whose land is also constantly threat- 
ened by earthquakes, have a per- 
manent commission for the study of 
earthquakes and of the best mode 
of rebuilding the towns that

suffered and of avoiding the conse- 
quences of these calamities.

VALUABLE HINTS ON 


DISPOSING OF REFUSE. 


How Pits With Covers Aid the Clean' 


. era of Streets and Walk*. 


When streets and sidewalks ire 


cleaned by hand sweeping there should 
be provided receptacles 'of. appropriate 
design and suitable capacity for the re- 
ception of the street sweepings await- 
ing removal. 


A useful form of such receptacle 


would be .one which could be removed 
without being emptied, another .br:ing 
.left in its place for the next day's 
sweepings. The same method Is equal- 
ly applicable forv small garbage and 
household refuse. 


There are other receptacles for street 


refuse that may be sunk in pits. 
They are made of steel with n dumping 
bottom, and the remov.il cart Is pro- 
vided with means of lifting them out 
of the pit to the top of the cart, which 
is covered with a "top having special 
openings so that tbe contents of the 
cans may be dumped into the cart 
without being scattered by the wind. 


After being so dumped the cans are 


lowered again, Into place in their pits. 
' In order to avoid handling such cans 
pits are located in the sidewalk near 
the curb, and the street refuse is swept 
directly into them, small hinged flaps 
bridging the gutter. The pit is, of 
course, provided with a cover. 


The removal of 
nH town street 


sweepings and garbage refuse should 
be done in wagons invariably having 
covers in order to prolcct. the passing 
public and the workmen from escaping 
particles. 
It is better, however, to 


hare it removed in the original cans, 
leaving empty cans in place, as this is 
an absolute protection to *11 concerned 
and gets the wagons off the streets 
sooner.

Kramer of Mansfield. Thursday eve- 
ning, in an address before the First 
Presbyterian Brotherhood. 


Mr. "-Kramer's subject for the even- 


ing was. "Giving or Getting. Which 
Makes for Success," and in his inim- 
ical style, entertained 
move than a 


hundred and twenty-five men for the 
full length, of his talk. 


Owing to a pro-Easter meeting in 


the church proper, it was after eight 
o'clock before the Brotherhood as- 
sembled in the dining room to enjoy 
a short banquet prior to 
Mr. Kra- 


mer's address. Throughout the ban- 
quet hour George X. Hupp entertained 
the men with piano selections. 


In introducing the speaker, Robert 


W. Howard, chairman of the evening, 
said that owing to the shortness of the 
time, he would do away with all pre- 
liminaries and call upon Mr. Kramer 
•without more ado. 


"Sometime ago." said Mr Kramer. 


"Mr Howard asked me to deliver .1 
short address betore the Brotherhood, 
<_iid suggested that 
I 
talk 
on tho 


present legislation, and what it is do- 
ing. Being a member of that body, T 
was not m favor of discussing the 
legislature for very seldom does a 
member of the legislature care to have 
the people know just -what the legis- 
lature is doing. 


"I don't know of any subject that is 


of more interest to men generally, 
than the one that I have chosen to 
speak on tonight. And that is thj 
question of success. Men are always 
interested in the question of success, 
unless they are too old, and then it is 
that they have reached a point where 
they realize that life to them has been 
a failure, or they have attained suc- 
cess. 


"I believe." continued Mr. Kramer, 


•'that in order to be successful in life 
is measured by a man's ability to give. 
In the choice of our profession in life 
we are influenced by the amount ~vse 
can get out of it and not by what we 
can ghe through that profession. 


"Xot to gi\;e more, but to get more 


is what influenced me in choosing the 
law as a profession—that I might sret 
IT ore money. The physician makes 
his choice for the same reason — it 
gives him a higher place in society, 
more honor, more fame, 
and more 


money. 


"One profession, however, there is. 


that is not influenced bj the amount 
of money that can be gotten from it, 
and that is the ministry. There are 
juore underpaid men in the ministry 
that are successes in life, than there 
are in any other profession. 


"So deeply has this idea of success 


taken root in our beings—to get more 
and give less—that we are influenced 
in the choice of professions for 
our 


children. Xot what they 
can 
givo 


back into the community in 
which 


they are to iive, hut what they can 
get cut of it. 


"When we send our boys and girls 


to college that is the idea that dom- 
inates all others. We think we must 
gp-e them an education that will giv2 
them four dollars 
to 
every 
two 


earned by the child not blessed with 
the university education 


"Take our daughters, for instance. 


The girl that has grown up in our 
community, unspoiled toy liberal 
ed- 


ucation, she attends prayer meeting, 
takes part in all the church and com- 
munity affairs. 
When 
she 
comes 


home from college, she has changed. 
Instead of giving something back into 
the community in wh.ieh she lives, she 
sits in the i/arlor awaiting some rich 
young man. 


"Owr boys come back from college 


and sit around in 
cigar 
and pool 


rooms, waiting for something to turn 
up. Something with a big salary at- 
tached—the bigger the salary, the bet- 
ter the position." 


In carrying out the idea of his talk. 


Mr. Kramer enlarged the view- of his, 
1 oarers by quoting extracts from 
the 


Bible, laying particular stress on the 
Parable of the Good Samaritan, and 
said that there were scores of failures 
in life today, just like the Priec-t and 
Levite. who were passing on the oth- 
PT side—getting all they could out of 
life and giving just as little back in- 
to the community in r»-iiich they lived. 


Baseball also came in for its share 


of praise. 
Connie Mack's marvelous 


infield was quoted as a powerful fac- 
tor in the influencing of youth, Mr. 
Kramer said that it was not the sal- 
aries tint those men received, but it 
v.as the amcwut of uood they were 
able to do by setting; an example of 
clean jiving, that lit admired, and ac-

Sacred Threads. 


The sacred thread ot the Brahmans 


is -well known. It is a caste distinction 
assumed at an early age and never 
parted -with. It must be made by a 
Brahman and should consist of three 
strands, each of a different color, for- 
ty-eight yards in length, doubled and 
twisted together twice, the ends tied 
in knots 
Jt must he worn next the 


skin, over the left shoulder, hanging 
down to the thigh on the liffht side. 
The three castes of the Hindus are 
distinguished by the material of these 
ihreads—cotton 
for the 
Brahmans. 


rnp for the warriors and wool for 


the artisans. The Parsees also wear 
:he sacred thread, and boys of seven or 
nine- are invested with it, the threads 
used being made always of fibers of 
the sum tree.
